John  ihltnoy  (John, Thomas, Robert)  born  in  Kngl and  in  1620,  residence  in 
ftatortown,  Mass,  Married  in  1642  Ruth  Reynolds,  daughter  of  Robert  of 
Watertown,  Wea  .there  f ield  and  Poston*  Re  wns  admitted  freeman  May  26, 

1647  oe  23  years,  was  selectman  1673-80,  inclusive.  The  will  of  Hobart 
Roynolds,  of  Poston  dated  April  20,  1C58,  mentions  his  daughter  Ruth 
Whitney  and  hor  eldest  sonj  hia  daughter  Sarah  ?£asnn  and  hor  son  Robert, 
John’s  estate  vrao  administered  upon  by  Ruth  and  sons  John  and  Benjamin, 

Inv,  dated  October  26,  1628  (1602),  taken  by  Kina than  Beers  and  Thomas 
Hammond,  It  embraced  13  lots  or  parcolo  of  land  amounting  to  210  noroo 
and  priced  at  197  poundo  *15,  It  embraced  one  lot  of  17  cores  "purchased 
of  father  Arnold*"  His  will  was  not  proved,  it  was  written  February  27, 
1605,  subscribed  in  the  year  1690.  This  will  written  by  himself,  though 

informal  and  not  on  record,  may  be  found  In  the  files  at  the  Middlesex 

Probate  office  and  provides  inter  ulia  as’  follows*  "If  any  of  my  sonnoa 
or  sone-in-lawe  or  daughters  be  quarrelnom  by  going  to  Law  or  troublesom 
to  the  brethren  I  say  thoy  shell  lose  the  share  of  what  I  have  bequeathed 
them*  I  desire  they  should  live  in  lovo  to  Cod  and  one  toward  another*" 

Mr*  Whitney  first  settled  (1643)  and  always  resided  on  a  3  acre  lot 

on  the  east  side  of  Lexington  street,  on  land  grantod  to  T.  How,  and  the 

next  lot  south  of  the  roaidonce  of  the  Phillips  family,  and  is  probably 
the  same  lot  occupied  by  Mo  groat  grandson,  Bradshaw  Whitney.  The 
ground  is  somewhat  elevated  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  it  is  the 
'Lihltney  Hill"  Bonetimes  mentioned  in  records.  Dr*  Pond  thing  it  very 
probable  that  his  suppootlon,  page  1031  respecting  this  hill,  is  incorrect. 

In  1675,  in  a  warrant  issued  to  the  people  in  'Watertown  Cjuet  a  few  months 
prior  to  tho  attack  on  Sudbury)  for  impressing  20  soldiers  with  provi¬ 
sions,  arms  and  ammunition  and  good  c lo tiling  for  tho  defense  of  the  col¬ 
ony,  Capt,  Hugh  Mason  made  a  return,  and  in  tho  list  is  found  the  names 
of  John  Whitney,  Sr*  and  Moses  Whitney  (tho  latter  was  probably  hia 
nephew).

John  end  minor  flhitnoy  cot  call  In  toy  and  allowing  for  a  Rood  voyage 
would  bring;  them  to  Hoc  ton  Harbor  the  first  of  July*  The  emigrant  Jo. m 
wont  a  four  miles  up  tho  Charloa  river  and  settled  at  "otertown  within 
the  limits  of  the  present  village*  on  high  land,  afterwards  in  conse- 
quenoo*  called  "Whitney  Hill*"  They  wero  accompanied  (1635)  by  oUlwarfl 
non  and  devoted  women  and  the  town  was  soon  prosperous*  Some  o.  these 
emigrant®  came  from  West  of  England,  but  tho  greater  number  cane  from 
London  and  violnlty.  They  wore  Puritan  t’on-Cocformlata,  who,  self-exiled 
from  tholr  native  land  sought  liberty  of  religious  worship  which  they 
had  boon  denied  at  home,  and  they  came  to  stay*  Thoy  were  of  a  high 
class  as  any  who  came  to  hew  England  and  in  intelligence  and  social 
8 landing  for  superior  to  most  of  thorn*  Como  had  boon  non  cn  property 
and  position  at  homo  and  had  no  reason  for  emigration  beyond  the  Intol¬ 
erance  of  thoir  religious  belief.  Though  Puritans  in  sympathy,  they 
wero  not  of  the  narrow,  bigoted  sort,  ond  thoir  history  is  free  from 
tho  blots  in  that  of  Salem  and  boston.

Robert  and  Hary  Reynold#  were  Hon-Conformist  Puritans.  Robert  Reynolds 
was  bom  in  Bnglond  about  1580  (might  have  boon  one  of  the  following 
villages*  Suffolk,  Dasex,  Leicootorshi re,  Devonshire  etc.  where  the  name 
was  common. )  Ho  married  fary<»..b.botwoen  1600— 1022. 

Their  five  children  (perhaps  more)  were  bom  there  before  1630.  Robert 
vos  bctwoon  40-45  when  he  eailod  from  England.  Traditional  family  .rat.e 
wag  that  of  shoe-maker,  then  called  cordweinor.  That  hathanlel  the  none 
/•Ivon  tho  only  known  ocn,  might  aloe  have  boon  a  family  Christian  nnme.^ 
Robert  and  a  on  Rathaniol  w ore  woll  educated  for  mon  of  tho  times  and  bov.i 
wrote  thoir  own  wills  when  illiteracy  waa  general  In  tho  laity  of  Upland 
Robert’s  will  signod  in  Boston  on  April  20,  1608,  ho  died  In  Boston  April 
27,  1C59  end  his  widow  1’ary  died  January  13,  1G63  (XCG2-G4  old  style;. 
'Choir  dcuf-htor  Kuth  Roynolds  ’was  born  in  hngland  1C22  (?)  and  married 
1642  at  20  years  (?)  to  John  .Vhltney  and  diod  1692-6  in  Watertown,  In sb. 

In  tho  Ttetortcwn,  Haas.  history,  Roberts  nano  was  set  down  tvrloe,  first 
the  authorities  according  to  Boston  records.  Do comber  14,  1635  allotted 
hin  *fivo  and  twenty  nora*  of  mondov/land  in  Y.atortovm  next  to  the  Cam¬ 
bridge  town  linit8j  second  on  Hay  29,  1G35  tho  Rov.  Richard  venton, 
Robert  Reynolds,  John  Strickland,  Jonas  A’eedo,  Rov.  John  Sherman  (who 
rotunod  to  ..atortown)  and  Robert  Coe  and  Andrew  Vfard  (later  of  Stamford, 
Conn.)  were  honorably  "dismissed"  from  tho  church  "to  form  anew©  in  a 
church  covenant  in  tho  Rivor  of  Connecticut"  (ie  Conn.  River  Valley), 
at  which  became  Wethersfield.  Thlo  25  acre  must  ha^e  been  in  the  area 
between  the  River  Charles,  Ut.  Auburn  Cemetery  and  Fresh  Pond.  He  also 
had  other  marsh  and  arable  land  in  fcuddy  River  (Brookline).

Robert  Reynolds  and  his  son  Copt.  Nathaniel  wore  prominent  as  in  soldier 
and  Indian-f ighto.  The  Governor,  his  friend,  wanted  good  artisans,  so 
the  company  included  r  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  eordwalners.  tanners  etc. 
After  1636,  Robert  Reynolds  history  was  in  Boston  and  his  name  appears 

frequently.

Lawrence  Genealogy 


Descendants  of  Robert  Lawrence  of  Lancashire,  Tfaglnnd  1150-1957 
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Lineage  of  John  Lawrence  of  Watertown,  Mass. 

The  lineal  anoestry  of  this  stock  of  Lawrences  in  Amorloa  now  found  quite 
numerous  in  How  England  and  other  parts  of  tho  country,  has  been  at  length 
▼ery  satisfactorily  ascertained.  As  traced  and  determined  it  originates  in 
and  derives  from  one  Robert  Lawrence  of  Lancashire,  England  bom  probably, 
as  early  as  A.  D.  1150,  and  the  ancestor  of  the  earliest  families  of  the  name 
in  England.  Attending  his  sovereign,  Riohard  Coeur  de  Lion,  to  the  war  of 
the  Crusades  in  the  Holy  Land,  he  so  distinguished  himself  in  tho  siege  of 
Aore,  that  he  was  knighted  "Sir  Robert  of  Ashton  Hall",  and  obtained  for  his 
arras,  "Argent,  a  crocs  raguly  gules,  "A.D.  1191. 

The  arras  of  Sir  Robert  of  Ashton  Hall,  conferered  by  Riohard  1st.  namely, 
"Argent,  a  cross  raguly  gules,"  wore  also  thoso  of  the  Lancashire  bronoh  gen* 
erally,  thus*-  (a  picture  of  ooat  of  arms) 

Also,  "He  beareth  Ermine,  a  oross  ragulod  gules,  by  the  name  of  Lawrence, 
of  Lancashire,"  "hagulod"  is  a  term  used  "to  represent  tho  rough-hewn  stems 
of  a  tree  from  which  the  branohes  have  been  rudely  lopped." 

Proceeding  with  the  successive  generations  of  ancestry,  we  have,  in  order 
of  time,  the  first,  -  Sir  Robert  Lawrence,  of  Ashton  Hall. 

Sooond  Generation 

Sir  Robert,  a  son,  end  the  immediate  successor,  of  the  knight  of  the  Crusade*, 
to  the  estate  of  Ashton  Hall,  married  a  daughter  of  James  Trafford,  Esq.,  of 
Lancashire;  by  whom  he  had  a  son  and  hoir  James  Lawrence. 

The  Third  Generation 

James  of  Ashton  Hall  married,  it  is  said,  ^in  1252"  Matilda  de  Washington, 
daughter  of  John  de  Washington,  an  heiress.  A  son  by  this  marriage,  and  the 
successor  of  James  of  Ashton  Hall,  was  John  Lawrence,  said  to  have  been  liv-^ 
ing  in  the  thirty-seventh  year  of  Henry  111.  Respecting  the  names  "Lawronoe 
and  "Washington,"  it  may  be  noted,  that  Lawrence  'Washington,  a  brother  of 
the  first  President  of  the  United  States,  was  one  of  the  earliest  proprietor* 

of  Mount  Vernon. 

& 

The  Fourth  Generation 

John  of  Ashton  Hall  married  Margaret,  a  daughter  of  Walter  Chesford;  by 
whom  he  had  a  son,  John  Lawrence,  his  heir  and  successor. 

Tho  Fifth  Generation 

John, son  of  John  and  Margaret,  married  Elisabeth  Holt,  of  Stably,  in  Lan¬ 
cashire;  and  died,  it  is  said  in  A.D.  1360  leaving  Robert  Lawrence,  his  son 

and  heir. 

The  Sixth  Generation 

Sir  Robert  of  Ashton  Hall,  married  Margerot  Holden, of  I/mcashlre,  and  had, 

1.  Kobort,  2.  Thomas,  the  father  of  Arthur  Lawrence,  Esq  of  Prior’s  Court  in 
Gloucestershire,  3.  Yfilliam,  born  1425,  or  before,  who  fought  under  the  Lan¬ 
castrian  banner  at  St.  Alban's  in  1465  and  having  fallen  there,  was  buried  in 
the  Abbey,  4.

John  Lawrence  was  admitted  a  freeman,  April  17,  1637  when  about  28  years 
Old;  though  it  will  be  soon,  by  the  oerly  Mass.  Records,  that  the  freeman’s 
oath  was  given  at  first  to  males  of  only  16  years.  Fob.  28,  1636,  he  re¬ 
ceived  3  acros  of  land,  hio  charo  of  a  grant  then  made  to  tho  townsmen,  a 
hundred  and  six  in  number.  In  1650,  ho  bought  of  tho  town  15  acres  of  com¬ 
mon  land  (ccllod  King’s  Common).  "In  1654,  Hugh  Mason  rocoived  of  John 
Lawrence,  clerk  2  pounds,  17s.  6d,  money  for  town  or  parish  use."  His  re¬ 
moval  to  Croton  is  determined  by  various  foots  and  dotes.  ‘  Town  Records  are 
in  existanco,  dated  Juno  23,  1662;  the  first  probably  made.  As  one  of  the 
original  proprietors,  ho  ov.nod  "a  20  acre  right."  The  sale  of  his  lands  and 
mansion  heuso  in  V.'a  tort  own  was  made  in  1662.  In  Lecombor  of  the  same  year, 
it  appears  by  the  records  of  Croton,  "meet  mon  wore  found  amongst  the  in¬ 
habitants,"  of  whom  "John  Lawrence"  was  ono,  "who  wore  chosen  selectmen." 
lie  vms  evidently  a  man  of  some  intelligence  and  influence  and  held  a  good 
ploco  in  public  osteon.  Though  a  large  landholder  for  tho  timos ,  he  is  said 
to  have  carried  on  the  business  of  a  carpenter  both  in  ’"stertovm  and  Boston. 

Ko  died  in  Groton,  July  11,  1667;  leaving  his  sons  Nathaniel  and  Joseph  and 
wife  Susanna,  exocutors  of  his  will.  The  widow,  Gusanna  Inwronce,  died  July

And  my  will  is,  yt  she  have  free  and  full  liberty 
In  tho  first  place,  and  before  any  other  legacy  be  paid,  to  make  choice  out 
of  the  whole  estato,  either  lands  or  moveables s"  "provided,  if  of  lends  she 
shall  take  of  land  Gnd  meadow  proportionablei "  "provided,  also,  that  foure 
oxen  be  reserved  out  of  tho  moveablos."  "And  if  she  will  livo  in  the  house 
during  tho  timo  of  her  widowhood,  it  shall  be  without  molestation.
